It looks like the “City Of Brotherly 
Love” is going to win hands down. We 
don’t mean the Philadelphia Phillies 
of the National League, but we do 
mean Philadelphia, the city that has 
given the most stars to the American 
music scene.

After “Butterfly” hit the charts, 
Charlie was in demand everywhere. A 
whirl of dise jockey and personal ap- 
pearances was highlighted by an ap- 
pearance on the Ed Sullivan TV show 
this past March. Charlie was pretty 
excited and somewhat nervous about 
appearing on the CBS network pro- 
gram, but when he stepped in front of 
the cameras he did a bang-up job. 
From this show Charlie received offers 
to play all the top night clubs in the 
land, and he has been quite busy ap- 
pearing in most of our large cities. 


Charlie has just come out with his 
second tune for Cameo, and it looks 
like it’s going to be another hot one. 
“Fabulous” is the name of the new one, 
while “Just Looking” takes care of the 
underside. Early indications show that 
the record is taking off, so look for it 
in the top “Pop” lists, because that’s 
where it’s going to end up.

GERTIE AVERY of Peoria, Illinois, 
asks: “Jerri, just how does someone 
from a small town gain recognition for 
herself when she has aspirations of be- 
coming a recording artist? It seems 
almost impossible unless you live in a 
city like New York, Chicago or Los 
Angeles.” 


“First of all, Gertie, if you could 
possibly check up on the home towns 
of most of today’s recording personal- 
ities, you would quickly learn that the 
majority of them do not come from the 
‘big’ cities. True, things are a lot more 
convenient for you if you live in a city 
like New York, but you’re not lost if 
you don’t. There are- many ways of 
bringing your talents to the attention 
of record company executives. The most 
logical way would be as follows: When 
you think you’re ready and there are a 
couple of songs that you do in a pro- 
fessional way, you should arrange to 
have a ‘dub’ made up. A dub is a 
sample recording, and most home town 
studios do a sufficient job of making 
dubs. Some folks arrange to have a 
local dise jockey who can help you make 
personal contact with a representative 
from a particular record comany. Most 
of your deejays get to know these 
people quite well, and they’re most 
willing to help a local talent get a start. 
The deejay’s job will be to get your 
dub to a record company exec. If you 
can’t make contact with a deejay or 
someone else in the business, then just 
send out your dubs to various outfits 
who will, for the most part, give a 
listen and if interested follow up for 
future recording possibilities. It’s also 
a good idea to send along with your

THE HILLTOPPERS 


America’s top vocal combination, The 
Hilltoppers, are hitting for Number One 
place in the nation’s top tunes today 
with their new Dot etching of “I Love 
My Girl”. 


Nowhere else in the world but in the 
United States could four Western Ken- 
tucky College undergraduates rise to 
become a group who could today be 
booked for $300,000 during the next 12 
months. However, it happened and it 
all began with their first recording, 
“Trying”, released in May, 1952, and 
written by a member of the group, Billy 
Vaughn. This record hit 3rd place on the 
nation’s top tune charts and sold over 
750,000 copies. 


Prior to “Trying”, three of the boys 
were attending Western Kentucky Col- 
lege, while Billy Vaughn, the other 
member, was a former student at West- 
ern. Billy was playing the piano at the 
Boots and Saddle Club in Bowling 
Green, Ky. He had written the song, and 
the group had been singing together 
for several months when Randy Wood, 
of Dot Records, then located in Gal- 
latin, Tenn., went to Bowling Green, 
where the first recording was made 
with portable equipment in the Van 
Meter Auditorium. It immediately be- 
came a hit tune.
